Destro y Mo saic Infected 
To mato Plants 
Mosaic is a common tomato dis­ 
ease W’hich is present on many 
plants and very noticeable this 
time of year. It can be readily 
recognized by the mottled appear­ 
ance of the leaves. In addition to 
the irregular light and dark areas 
so noticeable on the leaves, the 
foliage is very crinkled in appear­ 
ance and very much smaller. In 
cases of bad infection, the leaves 
¡are so small as to present a lace­ 
like appearance. 
The disease does not kill the 
plant but dw’arfs its growdh and 
greatly reduces its productiveness. 
Mosaic is so readily spread from 
a diseased plant to 
a healthy one, 
that even brushing against a dis­ 
eased plant and then a healthy 
one w’ill transfer the disease. The 
grow’er w’ho finds a few mosaic 
infected plants w’ill do w'ell to 
pull them out, being careful to 
remove all of the plant and as 
much of the root as possible w ith­ 
out touching any of the healthy 
plants. The diseased plants should 
then be destroyed by drying and 
burning, or put in 
a place where 
there wdll be no danger of infest­ 
ing other plants or areas. The
